_ Awa result of such teachings as late 
as 1861 only two per cent. of the Ter- 
ritorial taxes were collected in money. 
This is shown by the legislative record, 
The Territory ia acceptiog the direct 
tax levied upon the States and Terii_ 
tories wus constrained to memorialize 
Gongress to remit it, en account of the 
poverty ef the people and the positively 
expressed opinion that it could not be 
cullected, without ioflicting great priva- 
tions upoa the community, and the col- 
lection of certain territorial taxes was 
suspesded, knowing the people could 
not pay all of them. This certainly 
shows that there was but little wealth io 
Utah -at that time. The trade of the 
Territory was transacted with grain, 
flour, vegetables, etc. But little, if any. 
uloney changed bands in business traps- 
actions among the people. At that time, 
us now, the church leaders gathered in 
their one-tenth of the labor and industry 
of the people, concentrated it in tbe 
great tithing office in this city ; exchang- 

ed, barterAl and trafficked until they 
placed it in a money sbape and then— 
well what then ?—Aye, that's the ques- 
tion! Shew us any record, where tbe 
people of the Mormon cburch, the labor- 
- ing masses, have been informed where 
their tithings buve gone. Sbow us an in- 
stancé where church leaders have ever 
published an exbibit of church money 
and property to the people. lt canuot 
be done. Should asy unfortunate mem- 
ber, having an. enquiring miod, ask fur 
information upou this subject, he would 
be told it was none ef bis business fur- 
ther thao the supposed fact that it was 
employed to buiid up the kingdom. etc. 
But it is observed tbat the men who 
have the handling of the tithiogs have 
the best houses, the finest farms, the 
greatest number of horses, cattle, etc. 
Juet tbe traveler pass through .uny set- 
tlement in Utah, from Salt Lake city to 
_ the most poverty stricken one of all, and 
be will find houses, borses, farms, etc., 
belonging te the leaders—the self-as- 
sumed ministers of God, the debasers of 
bigh aod noble mission—and 
tugning from these to the very bumble. 
people who surround tbese leaders, he 
will know they are the ones from which 
these blood leeches extract their ill-got- 
ten wealth. 

As late as 1863, this Territory, con- 
tainiag a popuiation of not less than 
50,000, could not support respectablv, 
opé” weekly newspaper. Even at this 
date, in many of the southern settle- 
ments where American energy bas not 
yet penetrated, a fifty dollar bill can- 
not be changed. 

Last Fall when Government troops 
were sent to San Pete Valley, a United 
States Quartermaster could not obtain 
change feraten dollar bill. The peo- 
pte in that country have to-duy more 
money than they baveever before bad, 
place it all together, since they came to 
Utah. They owe it to dhe presence o! 
United States soldiers. : 

Four years ago, in this very city, there 
were plenty ef men who contd not tell 

the difference between a bank note or a 
currency bill, and the eteel plate en- 
gravinog which the purchaser will fiad 
wrapped arotind -a -bottie containing 
Mexican Mustang Lioiment.

Wasbington, May 29. 

The a Senate, by unanimous vote, ef 43 
ayes, struck out the third section of the 
constitutional amendment, when How- 
ard offered « substitute as agreed to in 
cancus as follows: 

No person sball be a Senator or Re- 
preseptative in Congress, ur elector of 
President or Vice President, or bold any 
office, civil’or military, under the Unit. 
ed States, who, having previously taken 
an oath as member of Congress, or offic- 
et of the United Stutes, or us member of 
any State Legislature, or as an executive 
or judicial officer of any State, to sup- 
port the Cenatitution of the United 
States, shall have engaged io iosurrec- 
tiem et rebellion against the same, or 
give aid and comfort to the enemies 
thereof ; but Congress may by a vote ot 
two-thirds of each House, remove such

thereof ate citizens of the United States 
and of the State where they reside ;” 
also preposed amendment to the secbnd 
section soas to appertion representa- 
tives according to voters. 

Saulsbury said this wae the first no- 
tice the minority bad received of the re- 
sult of the caucus held by the majority. 
He therefere moved that the amendments 
be printed and. the subject postponed 
till to-morrow. 

On motion ef Fessenden this was 
entered. 

Sumner substituted a bill to be an 
enabling act, which provides tbat when 
any State lately in rebellion, shall bave 
ratified the foregeing amendment, and 
shall have modified iis constitution and 
laws in conformity therewith, and sbal! 
have furtber provided that there sball 
be no dvnial of the elective franchise to 
citizens of the U>ited States because of 
race or color, but tbat ull pe:sons sbal! 
be equal before the law, the Senators 
und Kepresentatives from ‘such State, as 
are tound duly elected and qualified, 
may. after baving taken the required 
oath of office, be admitted into Cougress 
as such, provided that nothing in this 
section ‘aball be so construed us to re 
quire the disfranchisement of any loyal 
person whe is not allowed to vote. 

Sumner also introduced a bill to en- 
force the article in the Constitution 
abolishing slavery, by securing the elec- 
tive franchise to culared citizens. It 
provides that every citizeo of whatever 
race or color shall bave the right to vote 
at.all elections, all laws to the coutrary 
to be void.
